Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3, 6 and 8-10 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

For claim 1 : primarily, the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest 
in the claimed combination: a current sensing circuit for sensing charging current 
to said lithium ion battery during a constant current mode of operation and a 
constant voltage mode of operation and providing a first charge indication signal 
based upon comparing the magnitude of said charging current with a first 
predetermined value and generating a first charge indication signal solely as a 
function of said charging current when said charging current is less than or equal 
to said first predetermined value, wherein said first predetermined value is 
representative of a first predetermined charge state representative of an initial 
state of charge of said lithium ion battery; said 

current sensing circuit providing a second charge indication signal based upon 
comparing the magnitude of said charging current with a second predetermined 
value and generating a second charge indication signal solely as a function of 
said charging current when said charging current is less than or equal to said 
second predetermined value, said current sensing circuit providing a third charge 
indication signal based upon comparing the magnitude of said charging current 
with a third predetermined value and generating a third charge indication signal 
in said constant voltage state solely as a function of said charging current when 
said charging current is less than or equal to said third predetermined value, and 
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a first indicator responsive to said first charge indication signal for 
providing an indication when said lithium ion battery is at a near full an initial 
state of charge; 

a second indicator responsive to said second charge indication signal for 
providing an indication when said lithium ion battery is at a transitional state of 
charge; and 

a third indicator responsive to said third charge indication signal for 
providing an indication when said lithium ion battery is at a near full state of 
charge
